“St. James’ Heraldic office for Pedigrees 
and Arms” and similar signs have no fe 
miliar look; but after a while one learns to 
forgive such harmless vagaries. 

Our hotel is in a street of residences, and 
every morning the curious and incompre- 
hensible cries of the street vendors greeted 
our ears. No matter how frequent and pa- 
tient their calls, I rarely succeeded in fath- 
oming their meaning. The costermongers 
employ little carts, drawn by donkeys not 
larger than a good-sized dog. I really do 
not exaggerate. I often watched them fill 
their carts at Covent Garden with fruits or 
vegetables or flowers to peddle through the 
streets during the day. Occasionally, my 
little reader, you may see girls selling 
pieces of mest from a basket, each piece 
impaled on a small stick. It is Tabby’s 
breakfast—two for a penny. Market boys 
go about delivering meat in wooden trays 
that they carry on their shoulders. Andso 
I might go on talking about little things 
that interested me, I confess, oftentimes 
more than the grand monuments that prin- 
cipally commemorate cruelty and ambition. 

I tried to like our sturdy kinfolks, but 
somehow my dislike strengthened with my 
stay. Their repellant iciness, and national 
arrogance that defies expression, pall 
on the taste after the novelty wears off. 
They are splendid specimens of the physi- 
cal man; and they come in to business with 
D ge necks and red side whiskers, and 
fresh bouquets in their button holes, and 
the everlasting silk umbrella done up in a 
case to serve as a walking stick when, by 
misteke, the dull skies are not pelting them 
with moisture—they come in for all ‘the 
world as if their country were still one of 
the great nations of the earth. After all, it 
is best to think well of our ancestors— 
Mark Twain wept at Adam's grave—and 
we need not dislike our Englith cousins in 
their island home, on the other side of a 
broad and stormy sea.

HOTELS, 


The Hotel Oriental is kept by Europeans, 
It is a large commodious building, with stone | 
floors, (no carpets are used in the hot coun- 
tries.) The table is bountifully supplied 
with every delicacy—fruits in abun oa, 
and wines free, all for three dollars per day. 
Four steamers meet at this place, Point 
Galle, once in two weeks, and every four 
weeks steamers from Australia and New 
Zealand meet here, making the town a busy 
one. The broad verandahs of the hotel are 
turned into bazaars for the display and sale 
of ther gems—tortoise shell work, laces 
and fans, which the natives urge you to buy 
with such pertinacity, that you gladly in- 
vest to be rid of them. 

There are many counterfeits among their 
gems, and none but connoisseurs need hope 
to purchase without getting “sold.” Ruby 
— 1 sapphire rings of glass and brass are 
made in Birmingham, and thrown in with 
the genuine to be sold here. 

The natives are sharp ata bargain, and 
will begin by demanding twenty-five 

ounds sterling for a ruby or sapphire ring, 

ut offer them twenty rupees with an air of 
indifference as to whether you accept or 
not, and ten to one they will take it. Fora 
sapphire ring purchased for eight pounds 
they at first demanded forty pounds. The 
same ring afterward sold in Geneva, Switz- 
erland, for twenty-five pounds. A deep 
blue sapphire, perfectly flawless and of two 
carats weight was bought for two rupees, 
and sold for five pounds. (A rupee is equal 
to about fifty cents in United States cur- 
rency.) 

A person so disposed could pay the ex- 
penses of the round trip by investing in the 
specialties of different countries, particu- 
larly in gems and tortoise shell in this 
country, for which there is a ready sale in 
Geneva. Combs, bracelets, ear- pa- 

cutters and chains of shell were bought 
or ten rupees which could not be 1 
chased in this country for less than fifty 
dollars. England monopolizes the pearl 
fisheries, and consequently they cannot be 
bought to any great extent.

Nasbviile has secured the institution that 
starts off with a gift of $500,C00 from the 
staunch old man of commerce, There was 
a sharp contest between the rival cities of 
Tenneseee for the location, which was re- 
newed on a snelier scale between the par- 
tichlar localities of the fortunate city. The 
College of Bishops finally selected a site in 
the west end of Nashville, south of the Broad 
street railroad, and about a mile end a half 
from the Capitol—in full view of the city 
and of the surrounding country. Theseven- 
ty acrea of the plat gope in all directions 
from the center. There are two brick resi- 
dences on the ground that can be utilized ; 
and there is an abundance of native forest 
trees, besides a great many ornamental plant- 
ings. The pecple of Nashville are evidently 
satisfied with the location of the University 
all around. 

Af the annual election, Bishop McTyeire 

was chosen President, Rev. Dr. A. L. R. 
Green, Treasurer, and Rev. Dr. R. A. Young, 
Secretary. Dr. Green, Jadge East and Col. 
Reynolds were appointed a Building Com- 
mittee, in connection with the President of 
the Board. No agents are to be employed 
for the different conferences; and the Board 
pledges itself, “as soon as sufficient funds are 
realized,” to set ap»rt $200,000 for the sup- 
port, at the University, of young preachers, 
and the sons of preachers in the traveling min- 
istry of the co-operating conferences.

All this is certainly a very good showing in 
favor of the bull partyin New York, 
leads us to the belief that prices are about the 
bottom, and may possible go higher for con- 
tracts and good cotton in the next few weeks. 
For some time we have written on the bear 
side, but just now it looksto us like the bot- 
tom was touched for this month at least, and 
for the following reasons: A total crop of 
nearlyffour million bales for the past year 
has already been discounted, and while aver- 
age large receipts from this time on would 
not fput [the price down, smaller receipts 
than expected would help the market. 

The very large crop expected—more acres 
planted, and more fertilizers used, have also 
had all their depressing effect for the present. 

Manchester is having a good trade at good 
prices, and Liverpool is satisfied to buy large- 
ly of American cotton at present prices; 
having taken nidety tlousand bales 
of American cotton the past two weeks, 
compared with 60,000 same time last year. 
These reasons and the figures already given 
for New York cause us to believe that it 
would be highly dangerous to be short of 
cotton just now; but whether it will pay to 
holé spots or buy contracts is ia the future; 
and we do not care to express an opinion. 
We have given the facts as they exist, and 
each one must judge for himself. 


The market in Liverpool has been much 
more cheerful this week ; total sales for trade 
and export 82,000 baies, of which 48,000 was 
American. The causes of this better feeling 
have been a slight falling off in our receipte, 
a small import, smaller exports from this 
side and India, and a finc demand, at good 
prices, for goods at Manchester. 


There are now 200,000 bales of American 
cotton afloat for Liverpool, of which 30,600 
will be due,and should be received there, 
next week. It is likely the stock of Ameri- 
can at Liverpool reached its maximum last 
week —371,000 bales. From this time the im- 
ports will not equal ,the demand, 
as the sales to spinners and exporters 
are averagipg over 40,000 bales a week. This 
is in quite strong contrast to May and June, 
1870, when the takings of American only av- 
eraged 30,000 bales a week, and the imports 
were 80 large that the stock in Liverpool, of 
this sort, rose from 324,000 bales, on May 
13th, to 463,000 bales, on June 24th, a pe- 
riod of six weeks. Frem this date we will 
give the receipts at and shipments from Bom- 
bay for the week before the one in which we 
write. For the week ending May 9th, the 
receipts at Bombay were 61,000 bales; ship- 
ments to Great Britain 54,000; to continent
